Jaw. 20. Passed the large towns of 
Shwa-doung and Pah-doung, on opposite 
sides of the river, and reached Pyec (vul- 
garly called Preme.) 120 miles from 
Rangoon ; a place in Burman history, and 
the seat of an ancient dynasty of kings. 
‘Lhe town itself is now in a state af dila- 
pidation; but the environs 
ishing. 

Conirmed reports of a most daring 
robbery, committed a little higher up, on 
the boat of the governor of Taroke-man, 
who Was going up to Ava, with about 
5Vasen and 7000 ticals. The robbers 
came down upon the people, while they 
were couking on shore, shot the governor 
through the bedy, and carried off all the 
treasure. Peel the necessity of redou- 
Sting our preceutions for several days. 
Agree, that part of us only leave the 4oat 
at a time—the rest, to stand by the guus. 

Jaw. 17th.—Reached Pah-gan, a city 
celebrated in Burman history ; being. like 
Pyee, the seat ofa former dynasty. It is 
about 260 miles frem Rangoon. 

Jan. 18th—Took a survey of the 
splendid pagodas, and extensive ruins, in 
the environs of this once famous city 
Ascended, as faras possible, some of the 
highest edifices, and at the height of one 
hundred feet, perhaps, beheld all the coun- 
cry round, covered with temples and men- 
uments of every sort and size—some in 
utter ruin—some fast decaying——& some 
exhibiting marks of recent attention and 
repair. (he remains of the ancient wall 
of the city stretched beneath us. The 
pillars of the gates, and many a grotesque, 
decapitated relic of antiquity checkered 
tue motley scene. Al! conspired to sug- 
gest those elevated and mournful ideas, 
which are-attendant on a view of the de- 
caying remains of ancient grandeur; and 
though net comparable te such ruins as 
those of Palmyra®nd Balbec, (as they are 
represented.) still deeply interesting to 
the antiquary, and more deeply interest- 
ing to the Christian missionary. Here,:

to O-ding-man, the lower landing place of 
New Ava, or Ahmatapoor, abort 350 
wiles from Rangoon. At our present 
distance of nearly four miles from the-ci- 
ty (and we cannot get nearer this season.) 
itappears to the werst advantage. We 
can hardly distinguish the golden steeple 
of the palace, amid the glittering pagodas, 
whose summits just suffice to mark the 
spot of our ultimate destination. 

INTERMIEW WITH THE BURMAN 

LAPEROR, 

Jan. 26th —We set out early in the! 
morning, caticd on Mr. G. late collector of 
Rangoon, and on Mr. R. who was former- 
ly collector, but is now out of favour.— 
Thence we entered the city, passed the 
palace, and repaired to the house of Mya- 
day-men, former vicerey of Rangoon, now 
one ef the public ministers of state (Wo- | 
on-gyee.) We gave him a valuable pres- 
ént, and another of less value to his wife. 
the lady who formerly treated Mr. G. with 
so much politeness. They both received 
us Very kindly, and appeared to interest 
themselves in our success. We however 
did not disclose our precise object; but 
only petitioned leave to behold the golden 
face. Upon this His Highness commit- 
ted our business to Moung Yo, one of his 
favourite officers, and directed him to in- 
troduce us to Moung Zah, one of the pri- | 
vate ministers of state, (A-twen-weon,)| 
with the necessary orders. This partic-| 
ular favour of Mya-day-men prevents the | 
necessity of our petitioning and feeing ol! | 
the public ministers of state, and procur- | 
ing formal permission frem the high court | 
of the empire. 

In the evening, Moung Yo, who lives 
near our boat, called on us to say that he 
would conduct us to-morrow. We lie! 
down in sleepless anxiety. To-morrow’s | 
dawn wil! usher in the most eventful day 
of our lives. To-morrow’s eve will close 
on the bloom er the blight of our fondest 
hopes. Yet it is consoling to commit this | 
business into the hands of our heavenly 
Father+—to fee! that the work is His, not 
ours ; that the heart of the monarch, be-| 
fore whom we are to appear, is under the | 








jheard of last night? © When did you 
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extent of the hall, the number and mag- 
nitude of the pillars, the height of the 
dome. the whole completely covered with 
gold, presented a most grand and inpos- 
ing spectacle. Very low were present, & 
those evidently gre officers of state. — 
Our situation prevénted us from seeing 
the further avenue of tie hall; but the 
end, where we sat, opened into the par- 
ade, which the emperor was about to in- 
spect. We remained about five minutes, 
when every one put himself into the most 
respectful attitude, and Moung Ye whis- 
pered, that his majesty bad entered. We 
luoked threugh the hall as far ae the pil- 
lars would allow, and presently cau:pht 
sight ofthis modern Ahasuerus. He came 
forward, unattended—in solitary grandeur 
—exhibiting the proud gait and majesty 
of an eastern monarch. His dress was 
rich, but not distinctive ; and he carried 
in his hand, the gold-sheathed sword, 
which seems to have taken the place of 
the sceptre of ancient times. But it was 
his bigh aspect and commanding eye, that 
chiefly rivetted our attention. He strided 
ote Every head, excepting ours, was now 
in the dust. We remained kneeling, our 
hands felded, our eyes fixed ou the mon- 
arch. When he drew near, we caught 
his attention. He stepped, partly turned 


towards us——“Who are these?” The 
teachers, great king, I replied. “ What, 


you speak Burman—the priests that | 


arvive !? “Are you teathers of religion ?” 
“Are you like the Portuguese priest ?’’ 
“Are you married 2 ‘© Why do you! 
dress sof” ‘Phese, and some other sim- 
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books, his majesty has no use for them, 
take them away.” 

Something was now said about brother 
Colman’s skill in medicine ; upon which 
the emperor once more opened his mouth, 
and said, Let them proceed to the resi- 
dence cf my physician, the Portuguese 
priest; let him examine whether they 
can be useful to me in that Pine, & report 
accordingly. He then rose from his seat, 
strided on tothe end of the hall, & there, 
after having dashed to the ground the first 
intelligence that he had ever received of 
the eternat God, his Maker. his Presery- 
er, his Juége, he threw himself down on 
a cushion, aod lay listening te the music, 
and gazing at the parade spread out be- 
fore him! 

As for us and our present, we were 
huddled up and hurried away, without 
much ceremony. We passed out of the 
palace gates, with much more facility 
than we entered, and were conducted first 
to the house of Mya-day-men. There his 
officer reported our reception ; but in as 
favourable terms as possible ; and as his 
higuness was not apprized of our precise 
object, our repulse appeared, probably, to 
him, net so decisive, as we knew it to be. 
We were next conducted two miles, thro’ 
the sun and dust of the streets of Ava, to 
the residence of the Portuguese priest. — 
He very speedily ascertained, that we 
were in possession of no wonderful secret, 
which would secure the emperor from all 
disease, and make him live for ever; @nd 
we were accordingly allowed to take leave 
of the reverend Inquisitor, and retreat to 
our boat,

For three davs, we had walked 
eight miles a day, the most of the day in 
the heat of the sun, which, even at this 
season, in the interior of these countries, 
is exceedingly oppressive ; and the result 
of our travels and toils has been—the wi- 
sest and best possible—a result, which if 
we could see the end from the béginning, 
would call forth our highest praise. O 
slow of heart to believe and trust in the 
constant presence and over-ruling agency 
of our own almighty Saviour! 

Jan. 29.—We again rose early, and 
having considered thelast words of Mourg 
Zah, wrote down our request in the most 
concise and moderate terms, and sent it 
to Mr. G. with a message, that he would 
once more see Moung Zah, lay the paper 
before him, and ascertain unequivocally 
whether there was any possibility of gain- 
ing our point, by waiting several months.

Lord's day, we remained in the boat.

PERSECUTING SPIRIT OF THE BUR- 
MANS. 


After Mr. G. leit us, we went to visit 
Mr. R. We were formerly acquainted 
with him in Rangoon; and he would now 
have assisted us, had he not been out of 
the favor ofthe newemperor. We rela- 
ted all our proceedings, and the disap- 
pointment of our hopes. I knew it would 
be so, replied he, when you first called 
on me; but I was not willing to discour- 
age you from making trial for your- 
selves. He then related the following, 
story, with the substance of which we 
were previously acquainted. 

SAbout fifteen years ago, the Roman 
Catholic priests converted to their faith a 
Burman teacher of talents and distinc. 
tion. They took great pains to indoc- 
trinate him thoroughly in their religion, 
and entertained great hope of bis useful- 
ness in their cause. After his return 
from Rome, whither they had sent him 
to complete his Christian education, he 
was accused by his nephew, a clerk in 
the fiigh court of the empire, of having 
renounced the established religion. The 
emperor, who, it must be remembered, 
was far from approving the religion of 
Boodh, ordered that he should be com- 
pelled to recant. The nephew seized his 
uncle, cast him into 9rison and fetters, 
caused bim to be beat and tortured contin- 
ually ; and at length, had recourse to the 
torture of the iron mall. With, this in- 
strument, he was gradually beaten, from 
the ends of his feet up to his breast; until 
his body was little else but one livid 
wound. Mr. R. was one of those that 
stood by and gave money to the execu- 
tioners, to induce them to strike gently. 
At every blow, the sufferer pronounced 
the name of Christ, and declared after-
